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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
TO THE CITIZENS OF PLAINFIELD: 


A report of the management of the school work in 
general will be found in that made by our superintendent. 

We wish, however, to state that the special work of re- 
pairs, on the Plain, Black Hill, Hersey and Penniman 
schoolhouses, has been carried on by direct supervision of 
Mr. Hunt. Previous to this action, the entire board vis- 
ited the various school buildings, saw the needs, agreed 
on plans, made a schedule of material needed, and con- 
tracted for the same. The work was commenced on the 
house at the Plain August 8th and turned over to the paint- 
ers August 23rd. The next day work was commenced at 
Black Hill and after six days was ready for the painters. 

August 10th, work was commenced on the Hersey house 
and was finished August 25th. August 26th we began on 
the Penniman and finished the 3lst. Both these houses 
need to be painted the coming year, especially the new 
work. 

The amount paid out for building material was $248.99, 
for carpentry $176.61, for painting $48.83, making a total 
of $474.43. Of the material, we have on hand to the 
amount of $25.00, thus making the actual cost on the four 
houses, $449.43. In connection with each of these houses, 
the closets have been built new and connected by private 
walks from the schoolroom, according to the requirements 
of the state. 

We believe these remodelled buildings are but models of 
what our others should be, and trust will be, another year. 
To have a good school, means first, a neat, attractive room, 
and then a competent teacher, aided by interested parents.

THE REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT TO THE 
SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF PLAINFIELD 


Since the first report of the superintendent was submit- 
ted to you a year ago, our country has become a participant 
in the mighty struggle for the preservation and safe- 
guarding of democratic governments the world over. The re- 
sults of the entry of the United States into the war were so 
far-reaching and immediate in their effect upon every one 
of us that this report would be incomplete and inadequate 
if it did not bring to you a full statement of how the war 
is affecting your children and the work of the superinten- 
dent in the schools. 


PHYSICAL CONDITIONS 


The increased prices of labor and material have made the 
task of putting our schoolhouses, and especially our out- 
houses, into shape a very difficult one. The district wisely 
decided to rescind their vote to remodel one schoolhouse. 
Labor and material are so desperately needed everywhere 
that school districts as well as private individuals should 
limit their demands to necessities so far as this is con- 
sistent with health. Improving our out-houses was a ne- 
cessity, however, and the money of the district could not 
have been better invested. The improvements were care- 
fully and well planned by your board of education, Mr. 
Hunt’s practical knowledge of these matters being of great 
assistance, and then they directed and supervised the work 
so efficiently that the results must be gratifying to them 
and most satisfactory to you.

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TEACHERS AND [TRAINING 


It is only right to warn the district that demand for 
labor in government offices and in all industries is sure 
to affect our teaching force. Your superintendent is con- 
vinced that, as time goes on, we shall be forced to pay in- 
creasingly higher salaries, not only in order to enable our 
teachers to meet their increased expenditures but because 
we shall not be able to induce people to teach school unless 
we make their salaries more nearly equal to what they 
could earn elsewhere. 

We found ourselves last fall with many vacancies to fill 
but, so far, our schools have been very fortunate. Nine 
of our ten schools commenced the present school year with 
new teachers. Of these nine, three were Normal School 
graduates, Miss Corliss, Miss Lesure and Miss Felch, and 
one, Miss Marden, held a New Hampshire State certificate. 
Miss Marden left us, to accept a position in her home 
town, at the close of the first term but by transferring Miss 
Hazel Cutts, from the Hersey school, which was closed 
for the winter, to East Plainfield, we were able to put the 
Plain school into the care of an excellent teacher, Miss 
Lesure of the Fitchburg Normal School. 

It seems only right to say a word here in appreciation 
of the work of the one teacher who remained with us from 
our last year’s force. Miss Rogers is one of your own girls 
and “a prophet is,” proverbially, “not without honor save 
in his own country;’ but the superintendent, going in and 
out of the primary room in the Meriden school, has found 
there a teacher wide-awake, earnest, and industrious, a 
busy, happy school, and excellent results in all subjects. 


ATTENDANCE 


A ringing call was sent out from the president, the gov- 
ernor, and the state superintendent to all school boards and 
superintendents, this fall, urging us to use every effort to 
make the schools more efficient than ever before because, 


Pe 


in the words of our state superintendent’s letter, “We 
must not only make the world safe for democracy; but 
we must even make it possible for life to go on in the 
world under decent conditions ;” and, after the great loss 
of trained leaders, especially of doctors, and engineers, the 
whole world must depend for the restoration of its civiliza- 
tion on the educated men and women of the United States. 
Your superintendent spoke ir every school in the district 
urging the children to resolve to have an education and 
to make the most of the educational advantages which they 
now have. As they cannot be taught unless they come to 
school a good attendance was the first requisite. A prize 
was therefore offered for the best per cent of attendance 
for the first two terms.. This prize has been won by the 
Brook school, with a percentage of 98.5 for the first two 
terms. The severe winter with bad roads, has had its 
effect on our attendance for the winter term but the chil- 
dren have done their best. The Hersey and Brook schools 
had, week after week of perfect attendance, a wonderful 
record for such young children. 


WoRK OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


The routine work of supervision has gone on, this year, 
as last. Supplies have been purchased and distributed 
to the school and text books selected where need arose. 
The introduction of a new text in Junior High School 
mathematics and the use of the Minimum Essentials in 
geography ought to be very helpful in the upper grades; 
while we are fast accumulating a good set of supplemen- 
tary readers for our little people. 

The monthly meetings with teachers and board have been 
kept up so far as possible and an average of one visit every 
two weeks has been made to the schools. 

In the service of the country and under the direction 
of the state the superintendent has spoken in all schools 
and worked diligently for the following causes: Home Gar- 
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dens and Farm Work; for even the children must help to 
feed the hungry world. 

Food Conservation: for the food situation is really 
alarming; Finland is starving and we cannot help her but 
we must feed our Allies or they cannot fight. 

The Red Cross: not to ask the children for money but 
to be sure that they understand and sympathize in this no- 
ble work. 

Fuel Conservation: because if twenty million homes 
saved even a stick of wood a week, as a result of the chil- 
dren’s wood-box tags, it would help Uncle Sam’s wood- 
pile tremendously. 

War Savings: because every quarter we! save sets free 
labor that is urgently needed; because Uncle Sam needs our 
money to help pay his bills; because if we will get along 
without it now, we can buy twice as much with it when 
the war is over. 

The government has furnished much valuable literature 
and fine posters to aid in this work; for it is only through 
the education of all its people that democracy can be made 
safe for the world. 

The children have been learning lessons in thrift, in the 
dignity of labor, in unselfishness and in patriotism and 
these lessons are more valuable than any that can be found 
in books. Moreover, a new impetus has been given to all 
their work and study by the widening of their horizon of 
influence. Reading, arithmetic, history, geography, all have 
direct application to the needs of these times. It is with a 
sincere conviction that these years will be for our chil- 
dren the most valuable that they have ever known that I 
thank parents, teachers and board of education for their co- 
operation and support in this year of hard work and splen- 
did opportunity. :
